MEMOIRS. 

Samuel G. Colburn was born December 13, 1848, and was consequently at 
his death thirty-five years old. He joined the M. E. Church, South, at the early 
age of ten years, and was converted at the age of fifteen, while attending McKen- 
zie College*. Although so young, he began at once to lead in the social meetings 
of the students to the delight and edification of all who heard him. He was li- 
censed to preach and admitted on trial in the Little Rock Conference in the fall 
of 1865, and filled the following appointments: As junior preacher on the Oua- 
chita Circuit in 1866, Richmond Circuit, Rockport Circuit, Devalfls Bluff Sta- 
tion, Hot Springs Station, Washington Station, Hot Springs again, Lonoke Station, 
Monticello Station. During his pastorate at Monticello he became connecl^ 
with the Arkansas Methodist. Then he was sole editor. This year he had Lib- 
erty and Pleasant Grove in connection with the paper. We have space in this 
report to write only a very brief description of this young and gifted minister. 
He was a man of great urbanity of manners — a real polished man. Nothing 
vulgar was heard in his speech or seen in his life. He was true and confiding in 
his disposition, and lovable in association. As a preacher he was far above or- 
dinary — chaste in style and earnest in manner, and never heavy and wearisome. 
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He made many friends wherever he traveled. As a writer he was chaste and 
polished, and truly wielded a graceful pen. His race was short hut brilliant, and 
the Master called him to come up higher. On the first of April last he fell on 
sleep to wake up in glory. We hope the Arkansas Methodist will live as a mon- 
ument to his memory. Your efficient, genial Secretary, who so often called the 
roll of our body, has gone to answer the roll-call above. May we meet him there! 

Enoch L. Gaddie was born in 1828, converted in 1845, and was received on 
trial in the- Ouachita Conference in 1854 — our first session. He was a laborious, 
uncomplaining itinerant, going wherever bid to go, whether it was mission to 
white or black. Neither mountain nor swamp deterred him, and he was not 
afraid of poverty or disease. He was not a brilliant man, but a good one. No- 
body ever called him great, but everybody said he was good. His was not a 
faultless ministry. He never preached any grand sermons, but very many use- 
ful ones. He was well and favorably known in our bounds, and many wull rise 
up to call him blessed. He was married some years ago to the daughter of the 
Rev. John Pryor, and he found in her a helpmeet truly. He died at Hamburg 
* in August last, after much suffering. Brother Gaddie died grandly. It was like 
the entrance of a conquering king or mighty chieftain, after a hard-fought but 
victorious battle, returned to take possession of the conquered city. He entered 
heaven with the shout of victory and song on his lips, and we shall see him again. 



Joseph G. Ward, son of the Rev. James Ward, was born in Botetourt county, 
Virginia, August 29, 1806, and was brought up in Jefferson county, Kentucky, 
where his father moved in 1807. He professed religion in 1826, was licensed to 
preach October 26, 1828, and joined the Kentucky Conference the same year. 
His first appointment was Cumberland Circuit as junior preacher. He traveled 
in this Conference till 1833, and was forced to ask a location to attend to some 
important business, but he was still laborious and useful. He only remained lo- 
cal a year or two, and returned to the Conference and continued to travel till 
1841, when he again located, and soon after removed to Tennessee, where he en- 
gaged in teaching. The Minutes of the Conference show that he was a very’^ suc- 
cessful minister, and hundreds were brought to Christ through his ministry. He 
was also a successful teacher, and eminently useful. He did very much good in 
leading children to Christ and in awakening an interest in Christianity. In 1860 
he w’as readmitted into the Tennessee Conference and transferred to the Ouachita 
Conference, and appointed to Magnolia Circuit. In 1861 he was on Hempstead 
Circuit. But we have not time to go with him over his different fields of labor 
while he was able to traveh He worked just as long as he was able, and only 
retired when forced by age to retire. His retirement to the superannuated rela- 
tion was the one great trial of his life. O how hard to be laid aside and give up 
our loved employ ! But the true man of God is to learn to suffer as well as to do 
his Master’s will. His afflictions were long and painful, but O how uncomplain- 
ingly and patiently he bore them I He was a fine doctrinal preacher, and was 
well versed in Methodist theology\ He loved Methodism, and sought to rear his 
family in and for the Church, and he made no failure. His son is a minister, and 
both daughters were ministers’ wives. He is gone. The old man, with his bruised 
and battered shield, conquered the last enemy, and triumphantly entered the 
home of his God. 

Brethren, three names disappear from the roll-call this year. Who will be 
called to go before next Conference? Let us hope our God will spare us all a lit- 
tle longer for more and better w’ork. But, beloved, let us be ready. 

We cannot close this report without making mention of our departed Bishops. 
Two of our honored superintendents have passed away in the last twelve months: 
Bishop Kavanaugh in March, and Bishop Pierce in September. Both of them 
had given the Church over a half-century of service, both were converted early, 
and both were masters in the pulpit and on the platform. Very dissimilar, and 
still they were grand alike. One resembled the sturdy old oak; the other, tlie 
majestic pine. One was like Niagara in its roar and thunder; the other resem- 
bled the Mississippi. The one, with plodding step, was one of the few who 
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could ascend the Mont Blanc of Christianity,' but when its height was gained 
no one could hurl its topmost stones with greater effect or greater precision. The 
other, with eagle wing, would sweep beyond Mont Blanc and, dipping his wing 
in the clouds of the skies, almost bewilder you with heaven’s splendors. 
Bishop Kavanaugh was deeply versed in Methodistic theology, and would sweep 
you away as with wings of tire, and cause the overflowing heart to shout in view 
of Calvary’s glory and triumph. Bishop Pierce, with an eloquence unrivaled, 
could take the most common incidents of the Holy Scriptures and make them 
glitter like polished diamonds of heaven’s own oratory. One was a logician, and 
could and would set logic on fire and stir the profoundest depths of the human 
heart. The other ivas the expositor of the word and the master of poetic elo- 
quence, playing on the strings of the human heart till they would vibrate to his 
touch with music sweet as tiuit of an JEolian harp. They w’ere elevated to the high- 
est office in the gift of the Church at the same time. United in life, they were not 
long divided by death. They lived to honor God, to serve the (flmrch, and to bless 
humanity. Tlieir names are a priceless legacy to our Southern Methodism. 
May their mantles fall on worthy successoi*s! A. R. Winfield, Chairman.

DISTRICT CONFERENCE RECORDS. 

This committee has had four of six records before it; has examined them by 
the following general principles: 

1. A record-book is supposed to contain the journal of the proceedings of a 
number of successive Conferences. When we open that book at any page we 
should be able to see at a glance the number of the session, place and time of 
holding the same. The headings of the pages should embody these flicts, even 
to the ends of the copied reports; also designate the session — whether morning 
or afternoon — of first, second, and third days; a marginal index of the subjects 
of each paragraph, and the paragraphs distinctly separated; the words spaced so 
as to be perfectly intelligible, and the .sentences so punctuated as to be of un- 
doubted construction. 

2. The journal should state clearly, and in successive order, all the facts and 
proceedings from first to last — except, possibly, the disorder and confusion — such 
as who was in the chair, who conducted the opening exercises, the reading, cor- 
recting, and approval of minutes of each session. The opening session should 
report the calling of the roll and the election of a secretary. The roll-call should 
give the representative character of each member, whether he be preacher in 
charge of circuit or station, local preacher, or layman, what charge he represents; 
and this roll, fully recorded, should preface the proceedings of every Conference. 
By this we know who ought to be present as well as those who are. 

By these general rules we try the following records: 

Pine Bluff District . — Page headings not filled. No marginal index. No roll by 
secretary of last Conference. 0>mmittee on Public Worship was appointed, but 
failed to report. Two or three different persons presided during the term, but for 
the afternoon session of the second day the record does not say wlio presided. The 
Committee on Quarterly Conference Journals made no report. The chirography 
is that of a hurried and careless hand, and betrays itself in spelling, as in the 
sentence, “ Bro. M. H. asked leaf of absence.” 

Monticello District . — Page headings have date only. Marginal index good. 
Record does not say to what Annual Conference it belongs. No roll accompanies 
this journal. It does not state who presided at four of its sessions. A Committee 
on Public Worship was appointed, which reported in bulk at the last session, just 
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before the benediction was pronounced. The Committee on Finance reported— 
the journal does not show the appointment of this committee. Chirography plain, 
very intelligible, well punctuated. The work was laborious, inasmuch as it-was 
transacted by a series of ten questions, which are asked and answered by each 
preacher in charge; all of which is recorded in full. 

Camden Diatrict. — No headings to pages at all. No marginal index. The mat- 
ter is run together, without spacing in paragraphs or words, as one continued pa- 
per. No roll recorded. Four out of six sessions tell who was chairman. Chi- 
. rography a liasty, careless hand, without punctuation. 

Arkadelphia Du<tricJ. — Has its headings, but not all filled. Has its roll in full 
prefacing the proceedings. Subjects and paragraphs well spaced, with marginal 
index in part. Chirography plain, but not handsome. Punctuation imperfect. 

Litllc Rock Dlslrict. — No page headings. No roll. Although there was a large 
attendance, we cannot tell whether all or only a few of the members were pres- 
ent. The spacing of paragraphs and words is good. The marginal index is good. 
The opening of the sessions is well recorded, and the reports of the committees 
correspond to the appointment. We observe, however, that they had no Com- 
mittee on Public Worship, and but one appointment for public preaching. The 
minutes are not signed by the President. This is a large, fine book, and it has 
been well kept for three consecutive Conferences. AVe cannot tell whether it is 
the first, second, or third volume of the records of thirteen preceding Confer- 
ences. This remark applies to the other journals before us, with one exception. 
As these records may possibly have a bearing on the history or biography of some 
church or pei*son, we recommend that the next session of these bodies will supply 
the deficiency here indicated. Every good brother whom we delight to honor is 
not a good secretary. We recommend that a suitable person, who takes an inter- 
est in the Church, be selected to act as secretary, and continued in that office.

LITTLE ROCK CONFERENCE. 



Little Rock (nee Ouachita) Conference was organized in 1854, at Columbus, Ga. 
The first session was held in December of that year at Washington, Bisiiop Kav- 
anaugh presiding. The second session was held in El Dorado, Bishop Pierce 
presiding; the third session in Princeton, and Bishop Pierce again presided. The 
fourth se.'^sion was held in Little Rock, and we again had Bishop Kavanaugh. 
Here we had our first election for delegates to the General Conference. Hunter 
Moores Ratcliff and tlie writer were elected. Our fiftli session was held in Ark- 
adelphia, Bishop Early presiding — the fii’st and only time he visited Arkansas. 
Our sixth session was held in Monticello. Bishop Kavanaugh was expected to 
preside, but failed to come, and Dr. A. Hunter was elected President. Our sev- 
enth session, in 1860, was held in Pine BluflT, and we were again favored by the 
presidency of Bishop Pierce. In 1861 our eighth session was held in Camden, 
Bishop Paine presiding — the only time he ever held our Conference. For three 
years’ sessiDns we had no Bishop, being cut off’ by the war; still we continued to 
convene regularly. In 1862 we met at Tulip, Dr. Hunter presiding. He again 
presided when we met at Lewisville, 1863. In 1864 we met at Columbia Camp- 
ground, in Columbia county, and the Rev. W. P. Ratcliff' presided. We met at 
El Dorado in 1865, and Dr. Hunter presided again. In 1866 we met at Arka- 
delphia. Bishop Pierce presiding. We met at Des Arc in 1867, with Bishop Mar- 
vin in the chair. It was the only visit we ever had from him. We again had 
Bishop Pierce in 1868 at Warren, and in 1869 at Magnolia. Bishop Keener held 
our next session at Washington. Bishop McTveire met us in 1871 at Little 
Rock, and in 1872 we had Bishop Wightman with us at Pine Bluff. In 1873 we 
again had Bishop Pierce with us at Camden. In 1874 we were again presided 
over by Bishop Kavanaugh at Monticello. In 1875 we were met and presided 
over by Bishop Wightman at Mineral Springs. In 1876 we met again in Arka- 
delphia, with Bishop Keener in the chair. In 1877 we met at Monticello, 
with Bishop Kavanaugh again President. Our next session, in 1878, was held at 
Hot Springs, with Bishop Doggett in the chair — his only visit to our Conference. 
In 1879 we are again in the good old town of Camden, with Bishop Pierce in the 
chair; and in 1880 he meets us at Prescott, taking the place of dear Bishop 
Wightman. In 1881 we are again assembled in the Bluff City, with Bishop 
Mclyeire in the chair. In 1882 Bishop Wilson, of the new bench of Bishops, 
presides over us at Hope. In 1883 another new one in the person of Bishop 
Granbery calls us to order at Malvern. In 1884 still another new one. Bishop 
Hargrove, in the chair. And this little unostentatious pamphlet contains the 
Minutes of this session. Read carefully and ponder well figures and facts. Of 
all the members who composed the first Conference only Hunter and the two 
Winfields are now on the effective list. Our Conference has grown wonderfully 
in that time. God buries his workmen, but carries on his work. A. R. W. 

SKETCHES OF PREACHERS. ? 

Andrew Hunter was born in the county of Antrim, Ireland, on the 26th of 
December, 1814. The family moved to the United States and settled in Eastern 
Pennsylvania when he was about two years of age. The mother, before leaving 
Ireland, had heard Gideon Ousley, one of Mr. Wesley’s early preachers, in the 
market-house of the county-town, and was awakened and converted, and united 
with the Presbyterian Church. The father died when Andrew was about eight 
years of age. He was confined to his bed for a. long time, was visited frequently 
by the Methodist minister, professed religion, and died hapj>y. The visits of this 
minister to the family resulted in the union of the widow” with the Methodist 
Church, and consequently the .whole family, consisting of three brothers and a 
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sister, became Methodists. Andrew was converted on the last night of January, 

1833; was received on trial at the first session of the Arkansas Conference, held 
at Batesville in the fall of 1836. At that time the Conference embraced the State, 
the Indian Territory west, and all North Louisiana. He has traveled circuits, 
filled stations, been presiding elder, was agent of the American Bible Society six 
yeai^s, and now, in his seventy-first year, is hoping for eternal life through the 
mercy of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

A. R. Winfield, D.D., was born in Sussex county, Va., October 27, 1822, of 
Methodist parents. His was ever a preacher’s home. He moved to West Ten- 
nessee in 1836, was converted in June, 1845, was licensed to preach in 1846, and 
admitted on trial in the Memphis Conference the same month and year; trans- 
ferred to Arkansas in 1849, and was stationed at Batesville; was transferred to 
the Ouachita Conference in 1854, and has been on the effective list smce. He 
is now city missionary in Little Rock, and editor of the Arkansas Methodist — yet 
active, and promises good work for the Church. 

A. B. Winfield was born in Sussex county, Va., November 25, 1824; was con- 
verted in 1839 ; licensed to preach November, 1846, by the Quarterly Conference 
of Holly Springs Circuit, Memphis Conference ; admitted on trial in said Conference 
in 1847, at Jackson, Tenn. ; transferred to Arkansas Conference in 1852, and sta- 
tioned at BtUesville ; came to Ouachita Conference in 1854. He has traveled cir- 
cuits, filled stations and districts, and though in feeble health he is still active, i 

and is now preacher in charge of Clarke Circuit. ^ 

W. J. Davis was born in Chambers county, Ala., April 9, 1837 ; professed re- 
ligion in early life, and was licensed to preach in 1859; joined the Ouachita Con- ;; 

ference in the same year, and has been an effective preacher every year but one, 
and that was 1883, when he was superannuated. He was a private in the First i 

Arkansas regiment, and then for two years chaplain to that regimeijt. He is now 
preacher in charge on Locksburg Circuit, Washington District, Little Rock Con- 
ference. 

• John F. Carr was born in Tennessee, July 28, 1834; moved to Arkansas in I 

1844; joined the Church in 1845, and was licensed to preach August 24, 1853; ^ 

joined the Arkansas Conference in November of the same year, and has continued 
in the regular itinerant work ever since, except two years in the Confederate 
army. Throughout his ministerial life he has manifested thorough consecration 
to the work of the Master; as he grows older it seems to increase. He is now 
stationed at Pine Bluff, one of our most important works, and gives promise of 
many years of usefulness to the Church. 

David T. Holmes was born in Green county, Ga.,'June 16, 1832; joined the 
Church in 1844; was licensed to preach in July, 1853, and in December following 
was admitted on trial in the Georgia Conference. In 1857 he responded to Bishop 
Pierce’s call for volunteers to go to Kansas, and was stationed in Leavenworth 
City. At the close of this year, his health having failed, he returned to Georgia. 

In 1858 he was readmitted into the Florida Conference; in 1861 was transferred i 

back to the Georgia Conference; in 1865 was placed on the superannuated list of i 

this Conference, and at the close of this year was transferred to the Little Rock i 

Conference. In 1871 he was put in charge of the Asbury Manual Labor School, 

Indian Mission Conference, where he remained till 1873. He then returned to Ar- 
kansas, and in 1875 was readmitted in the Little Rock Conference, where he traveled 
in the regular work till 1881 ; this year he was granted a supernumerary relation. 

In 1882 he was appointed to the Arkadelphia District; 1883-84 to the Washing- 
ton District, where he has been kgain appointed for the year 1885. 

Lewis B. Hawley was born in Virginia, November 21, 1845; professed relig- 
ion and joined the Church in 1867, and was licensed to preach the following year; 
ordained deacon by Bishop Wightman at Pine Bluff in 1872; ordained elder by 
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Bishop Keener at Arkadelphia in 1876, at which time and place he was admitted 
on trial into the traveling connection, and was appointed to Richmond Circuit; 
1877-78 to Richmond and Rocky Comfort; 1878-79 to Washington Circuit; 
1879-80 to Washington and Fulton; 1880-83 returned to Fulton Station; 
1883-84 appointed to Benton Station ; 1884-85 returned to Benton Station. 

John H. Riggin was born in Pittsville, Md., October 7, 1834. Reared by re- 
ligious parents, and carefully instructed in all the doctrines of the Methodist 
Church, it may be said of him that from a child he has been made to know the 
Holy Scriptures. He joined the M. E. Church, South, in Missouri in Septem- 
ber, 1856, and was licensed to preach at Glasgow, Mo., July 16, 1860. In 1861 
he became connected with the Confederate army, and in 1863, was appointed 
chaplain, which office he held till the close of the war. In 1865 he was admitted 
on trial in the Ouachita (Little Rock) Conference. He has remained in this 
Conference ever since the above date, ever on the effective list, and always reports 
ready for duty. He has been for two years on the Pine Bluff District, wffiere he 
has been appointed again for 1885. 

G. W. Matthews was born in Virginia, September 19, 1826 ; was converted and 
joined the ]^I. E. Church in September, 1842; was licensed to preach in 1856, and 
ordained deacon in 1865. Having tilled several charges on the northern borders 
of Southern Methodism, he was received on trial in the Virginia Conference in 
November, 1871; ordained elder by Bishop Pierce, and transferred to the Little 
Rock Conference. Since his arrival here he has filled some of our best works — 
two years presiding elder on the Camden District. This year he was appointed 
to New Edinburgh Circuit. 

James E. Caldwell was born in Saline county. Ark., September 23, 1833; 
professed religion and joined the M. E. Church, South, in April, 1851; was li- 
censed to preach while attending La Grange College, Tenn., in September, 
1852, and was admitted on trial in the Arkansas Conference in October, 1853. 
This our beloved brother has received twenty-one appointments in this Confer- 
ence, and his labors have been fruitful of much good. He has for several years 
been on the superannuated list of our Conference — his inability caused by deaf- 
ness. Beloved by all, he yet does all in his power for the Church he loves so 
dearly. 

Thomas H. Ware was born in Talladega, Ala., March 2, 1846; moved to 
Arkansas in 1858; was converted and joined the Church in 1868; was licensed 
to preach at Hampton, October 31, 1868; was admitted on trial in the Little 
Rock Conference in November of the same year; was ordained deacon in 1870, 
and elder in 1874. He has served as great a variety of works perhaps as any 
member of our Conference, filling circuits, stations, and districts alike acceptably. 
He is of Methodist parents of Irish and Scotch descent. He has served two 
years on the Monticello District, to which he has been returned for this year. 

John McLauchlan was born in Forfar, Scotland, December 13, 1825; trained 
according to the tenets of Scotch -Presbyterian faith. He, with his parents, emi- 
grated to America in 1833. He was educated at Livingston, N. Y.; was con- 
verted and joined the M. E. Church, South, in 1848, in Kentucky. In February, 
1873, he was licensed to preach, and in December following was admitted on 
trial in the Little Rock Conference, and has been regularly engaged in the itiner- 
ant work, serving circuits, stations, and districts. He is now stationed at Camden, 
one of our most important works. 

Robert C. Atchley was born in Saline county. Ark., September 26, 1839; 
joined the M. E. Church, South, in 1852; was licensed to exhort October 8, 1857; 
licensed to preach September 25, 1858; was admitted on trial in the Little Rock 
Conference in November of the same year. He has been a regular field-hand, 
filling all the works assigned him with great acceptability and profit to the 
Church. He is now in charge of Princeton Circuit. 
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L. M. Keith was born in Calhoun county, Ala., August 4, 1851; converted and 
joined the Methodist Church at Harkis’s Chapel, in St. Clair county, Ala., Sep- 
tember 12, 1870; licensed to preach at Mt. Tabor Church, Amity Circuit, in Clark 
county. Ark., October 28, 1876, Rev. J. C. Rhodes preacher in charge; admitted 
to the traveling connection of .Little Rock Conference at Arkadelphia, Ark., De- 
cember 13, 1876; traveled Mazurn Mission 1877, Maumelle Circuit 1878; was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop David S. Doggett at Hot Springs, Ark., December 1, 
1878; traveled Collegeville Circuit 1879-80; was ordained elder by Bishop George 
F. Pierce at Prescott, Ark., November 28, 1880; was stationed at Washington, 
Ark., 1881-2, at Malvern Junction 1883, and at Hamburg, Ark., 1884-5. 

Ambrose D. Jenkixs was born in Ouachita county. Ark., September 5, 1846; 
was reared by Methodist parents. He became religious when about eleven years 
old, and joined the Methodist Church. He was educated at McKenzie College, 
Texas; was licensed to preach in 1867, and in November of 1868 was admitted 
on trial in the Little Rock Conference. From the date of his admission he has 
been an active preacher — serving as junior preacher in charge of missions, cir- 
cuits, and stations — doing good work and carrying a holy influence wherever he 
goes; 1885 will complete his fourth year at Carlisle. 

Zachary T. McCann was born in Talladega county, Ala., September 1, 1848; 
moved to Arkansas in 1859; converted and joined the Church vSeptember, 1869; 
licensed to preach November 16, 1872; admitted on trial in the Little Rock Con- 
ference in December of the same year. He has remained on the active list with- 
out intermission or cessation of labor. He is now in charge of Hickory Plains 
Circuit. 

H. Warren Brooks was born at Lexington, Tenn., November 4, 1857; gradu- 
ated at South-western Baptist University in 1876; was licensed to preach Octo- 
ber, 1877; was admitted on trial in the Memphis Conference in November of the 
same year, and transferred to the Arkansas Conference; was transferred to the 
Little Rock Conference in 1881. He has filled successfully several important cir- 
cuits, and is now stationed at Des Arc. 

A. Turrentine was born in Sevier county. Ark., .lanuary 16, 1851; professed 
religion and joined the Methodist Church in 1870; was licensed to preach in the 
summer of 1879, and admitted on trial in December of the same year. His labors 
have been acceptable and fruitful. He is now in charge of the Princeton Circuit. 

William S. Scott, M.D., was born in Henry county, Tenn., .January 11, 1853 
professed religion in 1872, and joined the M. E. Church, South, in 1876; gradu- 
ated in the medical department of the Vanderbilt University, at Nasiiville, Feb- 
ruary, 1876; was license I to preach February 14, 1878; received on trial in tlie 
Tennessee Conference, October, 1878; transferred to the Arkansas Conference 
October, 1883; by request of Bishop Granbery he was transferred to the Little 
Rock Conference Novetubcr of the same year, and appointed to Selma Circuit, 
to which he has been returned for the year 1885. 

John R. Sanders was born in Clarke county. Ark., June 18, 1850. This 
brother first comes to the front in the capacity of “printer’s devil” in the office 
of the Arkanaas Christian Advocate, in the city of Little Rock, in 1866. He pro- 
fessed religion and joined the Church in 1867. In 1868 he returned to Arkadel- 
phia, and was employed in the Gazette office. He was at one time one of the 
owners and publishers of the Southern Standard, at Arkadelphia. In 1874 he 
was licensed to preach; was admitted on trial in the Little Rock Conference in 
1881. He has been returned this year — his second — to Washington Circuit. 

Samuel H. Parker was born in Madison county, Tenn., .July 8, 1852; pro- 
fessed religi-m and joined the Church in 1867; was licensed to preach July, 1871; 
was admitted on trial in the Little Rock Conference November, 1882; having 
been received into full connection at our late session, he is filling his second year 
on the Palestine Circuit. 
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E. N. Evans was born in Calhoun county, Ala., January 19, 1857; moved with 
his parents to Arkansas in 1859; professed religion and joined the Church in 
1868; was licensed to preach in March, 1879, and was admitted on trial in the 
Little Rock Conference in December of the same year; traveled three years, and 
located in November, 1872; spent one year at Emory College, Ga. ; was received 
back into the same Conference in November, 1883, and stationed at Arkansas 
City, and at our late session was appointed to Spring Street Station, Little Rock, 
for 1885.] 

A. O. Evans was born in Calhoun county, Ala., January 16, 1857 ; moved to 
Arkansas with his parents in 1859; professed religion and joined the Church in 
1870; was licensed to preach in 1880; spent three years as student in the literary 
and theological departments of Vanderbilt University; filled the unexpired term 
of Rev. A. Monk, at Camden, in the fall of 1883; was admitted on trial in No- 
vember of the same year and stationed at Lonoke, to which place he has been 
returned for the present year. 

Luke G. Johnson was born in Oglethorpe county, Ga., near Lexington, June 
22, 1859; conv'erted and joined the Cliurch October, 1875; was licensed to preach 
May, 1881, by Rev. R. W. Bigliam ; joined the North Georgia Conference the 
same year, and was transferred to the Little Rock Conference by Bishop Mc- 
Tyeire; was ordained deacon at Malvern, Ark., in November, 1883, by Bishop 
Granbery. 

H. Jewell was born in Nelson county, Ky., December 3, 1832; was converted 
at Pond Camp-ground in September, 1853; was licensed to preach September, 
1855; was received into the traveling connection in the Memphis Conference in 
the fall of the same year, and appointed to the Hickman Circuit, Wade II. Frost 
senior preacher; ordained deacon in 1857 by Bishop Paine, at Holly Springs, 
Miss.; ordained elder by Bishop Andrew, at Memphis, Tenn., in 1859; trans- 
ferred the same year to the Ouachita Conference, and is now stationed at Fii-st 
Church, Little Rock, Ark. 

Ruffin T. Davis joined the Methodist Church on the 26th day of September, 
1868, and was converted on Friday night, the 31st; licensed to preach the 30th 
day of September, 1871, by the Quarterly Conference of Bayou Sara Circuit, Mis- 
sissippi Conference, Rev. J. L. Forsyth, presiding elder; recornmended bv the 
same Quarterly Conference, August, 1873, to the Mississippi Annual Conference, 
and received on trial at Hazlehurst, Miss.; was ordained deacon by Bishop Wight- 
man, at Natchez, Miss., December 19, 1875; transferred to the Little Rock Con- 
ference December, 1884, and appointed to the Hazen Circuit. 

J. J. Jenkins was born in Ouachita county. Ark.,. August 15, 1852; was con- 
verted and received into the M. E. Church, South, in 1869; licensed to preach by 
the Quarterly Conference of the Ouachita Circuit, Camden District, Little Rock 
Conference, on the 26th of September, 1874; admitted on trial into the Little 
Rock Conference December 10, 1875, at Mineral Springs; ordained deacon by 
Bishop Kavanaugh at Monticello, .1877 ; ordained elder by Bishop Pierce at Cam- 
den, 1879. 

C.C. Godden was born in Morri.stown, intheStateof New Jersey, on the 25th day 
of J uly, 1838; was brought up on a farm ; went to school in the winter, and worked 
during the summer in tlie field, with the exception of two yeare spent at Wabash 
College; studied law one year with Judge Sullivan, one of the ex-Supreme Judges 
of Indiana; also for a time with Judge Vary, of Ala. After obtaining lice ise to 
practice law, he removed to De Witt, Ark., in October, 1859, where he practiced law 
before and after the war; was State’s Attorney for two years of that time. In 
August, 1869, he was converted and joined the M. E. Church, South, under the 
ministry of Dr. A. Hunter; licensed to preach September, 1871, bv the DeWitt 
Quarterly Conference, 'Rev. R. S. Hunter, presiding elder; was a loctil preacher 
for a time, but in the month of November, 1872, he was admitted on trial into 
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the Little Rock Annual Conference, and appointed to the DeWitt Circuit, travel- 
ing that circuit two years. On the 30th day of November, 1873, he was ordained 
deacon by Bishop George F. Pierce; was ordained elder December 13, 1874, by 
Bishop H. H. Kavanaugh. His appointments so far have been as follows: two 
years on the DeWitt Circuit, three years on the Plum Bayou Circuit, two years at 
Camden Station, two years at First Church, Little Rock, and is now in his fourth 
year on the Little Rock District. 

E. N. Watson was born in Saline county, Ark., November 15, 1839; was con- 
verted in childhood. From infancy a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, he was licensed to preach September 3, 1859, by Rev. J. B. Annis. , In 
the following November he w'as admitted on trial into the Ouachita Conference ; 
four years subsequently was ordained both deacon and elder by Bishop Pierce, 
since which time he has been continuously in the itinerancy ; is now pastor of 
Benton Circuit. , 

W. A. Steele was born January 1, 1858, in Poroclifta, Ark. ; professed religion 
September 7, 1870, and joined the Church September 10, 1870; was licensed to 
exhort September 19, 1877, and licensed to preach by the Rev. C. O. Steele, pre- 
siding elder of Washington District, June 1, 1878 ; was admitted into the Little 
Rock Conference on trial in December, 1881; and was ordained deacon in Hope, 
Ark., by Bishop A. W. Wilson, November, 1882. 

J. R. Moore was born in Macon county, Ala., December 3, 1848. Early in life 
he removed to Darlington District, S. C., where he was brought up. His parents 
were very religious, and he was tenderly reared. He was converted when ten 
years old. At that early age he w'as impressed that it would be his duty to preach, 
but his aversion to the work of the ministry was so great that he backslid. Ar- 
riving at young manhood, he was reclaimed, and the call to the ministry repeated. 
Again he backslid; but in August, 1874, he again experienced peace by trusting 
Christ, after solemnly promising God to do any thing that he required. In April, 
1876, he was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of Austin Circuit, 
Rev. A. Hunter, presiding elder; was received on trial in the Little Rock Con- 
ference in 1877 ; ordained deacon at Camden by Bishop Pierce in 1879, and elder 
at Hope by Bishop Wilson in 1882. 
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PBOGEESS OF METHODISM. 

From tl\e year 1773 — the first year in which the Minutes were pub- 
lished — to the year 1832, a period of fifty-nine years, the majority of 
the Methodist people in America resided in the Southern States. In 
order to show the progress by sections, we have divided the numbers 
accordingly, giving to each section its number in every year from 1773 
to 1844. Under the term “ Southern States ” we include all of those States 
in which African slavery existed in 1860. Included in the “Northern 
States’* are returns. from Nova Scotia* and from Canada. These, when 
omitted, will be marked by a foot-note.

There may be a few errors in this table, growing out of the fact that 
the Conferences on the “border” occupied territory in several States. 
The Philadelphia Conference, for example, embraced portions of Del- 
aware and Maryland, whilst the Baltimore Conference occupied a portion 
of Pennsylvania. The names of the circuits are not always indicative 
of localities. But there is a near approximation to the facts in the case 
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Progress of Methodism^ 

Progress of Methodism Since 1844, 

In 1845, in accordance with the “Plan of Separation” adopted by 
the General Conference cf the Methodist Episcopal Church in 1844, 
the Annual Conferences in the Southern States sent delegates to a 
Convention in Louisville, Ky., by whom the Methodist I^piscopal Church, 
South, was organized. The first report from the Southern Conferences 
shows a lay membership of 458,499 in 1845. In order to show the rel- 
ative growth of the two Methodist Episcopal Churches since 1845, "we 
select periods of five years, beginning with 184G.

In tliis table it will be seen that we have omitted the colored members 
altogether. * In 1860 there were in full, members and probationers, 
207,766 colored members in the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. In 
1866 only 78,742 were reported. The results of the war alienated many 
of the colored people from their Southern friends, and, as a consequence, 
they joined other Churches. But there were a great many of the col- 
ored people who desired an independent Church organization, having 
friendly and- fraternal relations to the Southern Methodist Church. 
Accordingly, in 1870, the “Colored Methodist Episcopal Church in 
America” was organised, their bishops being ordained by Southern 
Methodist bishops. We transferred not only our colored Church-mem- 
bers, but the Church property used by the negroes, and built by South- 
ern Methodists, to this new organization. The growiih of this Church 
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it is not so eiisy to determine, owing to defective statistics, but the 
“Methodist Year-book” places the present number of members at 
155,000. If we include the colored members in 1866, the total number 
in the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was 498,847. Adding the 
colored members in the Colored Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
in 1883, we have 1,045,318. This makes the increase only 1.85 per 
cent, less than that given above. So that the growth of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, colored members included, in seventeen years, 
1866 to 1883, was 109.54 per cent.! We believe this fact to be with- 
out a precedent in modern times. The white members of the Southern 
Methodist Church were doubled in fifteen years, 1866 to 1881 1
